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Import License Rulings Made by Bank of Brazil 
To Keep Hard Currency Payments Within Budget 


New rulings aimed at keeping imports payable 
in hard currency to the strictly essential, limiting 
import licenses for such goods to the degree re- 
quired by the exchange budget and enabling full 
and fair examination of applications for licenses 
were issued in mid-July by the Export-Import De- 
partment of the Bank of Brazil. 

The rulings, which will affect all Brazilian importers 
of goods payable in dollars, Swiss francs or Portu- 
guese escudos, were accompanied by a list of goods 
for which import licenses might be granted if all con- 
ditions are met by the importer. 


Summarized Text

a) Periodically and at given times the Export-Im- 
port Department will invite submission of applications 
for import licenses covering goods payable in con- 
vertible currencies as determined by the Foreign Trade 
Advisory Council. Applications will be accepted only 
for licenses covering goods specifically listed in pub- 
lished announcements at the time. 

b) Until August 10, 1949, the Department will re- 
ceive applications for import licenses covering goods 
payable in dollars, escudos and Swiss frances, provided 
such goods are included in those listed under Para- 
graph h). Such licenses will cover quarterly require- 
ments. 

c) Applications for import licenses covering goods 
payable in dollars, escudos, or Swiss francs presented 
up to June 30, 1949, are hereby nullified. 

d) Likewise nullified are requests for reconsidera- 
tion of applications for import licenses as described in 
c). 

e) Extensions will be granted for licenses already 
issued covering payment in hard currencies only if 
1) exchange has been granted; 2) the license is for 
imports listed under Paragraph h) and application for 
exchange has been filed with the Fiscalization Depart- 
ment. Proof of 1) or 2) must be presented; non-use 
of license must be explained; and date of probable ship- 
ment must be indicated. 

f) Applications presented in conformity with Para- 
graph b) will be considered only upon proof of state- 
ments therein as to previous imports. (Note: See Page 
5). 

g) Applications made on or after July 1, 1949, need 
not be renewed if in conformity with existing rulings 
and Paragraph b) above; but those referring to im- 
ports payable in hard currencies and not included in 
Paragraph h) shall be considered null and void.

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Sao Francisco Director Optimistic on Results of Mission Abroad 


Preparations for construction of a huge power 
and irrigation network in Brazil’s Sao Francisco 
Valley were greatly advanced through the recent 
trip to the United States and Europe by Carlos 
Berenhauser, Jr. and Marcondes Ferraz, directors 
of the Sao Francisco Hydroclectric Company which 
is in charge of the project, according to a report by 
Mr. Berenhauser. 

“In three months,” he said, “we visited the United 
States, England, Norway, Sweden, Denmark, France 
and Switzerland. Our main object was to reach techni- 
cal and commercial understandings with large sup- 
pliers of hydraulic and electrical material. 


Receiving Bids Now 


“We had asked bids from them for supply of large 


equipment, including hydraulic turbines, generators, 


transformers and parts, for installation in the Paulo 
Afonso power plant. These bids will be received by the 
Company throughout August. 

“Another reason for our trip was to buy construction 
equipment for use by the Sao Francisco Hydroelectric 
Company. Among this material are a modern concrete- 
mixing plant, steam-shovels, tractors, winches, pumps, 
blowers and so on. 

“Also, we had talks regarding financing of power 
plants and building of transmission lines. All of our 
three aims were achieved.” 

Sees Good Prices 

Mr. Berenhauser said that he and Mr. Marcondes 
Ferraz discussed their needs with several large sup- 
pliers, and declared that “our purchases will be made 
with real savings for the Company, since the American 
market offers a wide choice. The U. S. market is re- 
turning to the good times of before the war when 
suppliers competed for orders.” 

He reported that an understanding was being 
reached with the World Bank, pointing to the trip 
to Brazil of General R. A. Wheeler, technical coun- 
selor for the Bank, who will visit the Paulo Afonso 


Postmaster’s Rules on Packages 


New York Postmaster Albert Goldman recently 
announced the following rules for parcel-post packages 
sent to Brazil: 

For commercial shipments valued at more than $25, 
five copies of a Brazilian consular invoice must be 
prepared and submitted to a Brazilian consul for legal- 
ization, with four copies of a commercial invoice cer- 
tified, as to merchandise origin, by a recognized and 
authorized organization such as a chamber of com- 
merce. 

The original consular invoice and its fifth copy with 
the commercial invoice are returned to the mailer 
after legalization. They should be sent by letter to the 
addressee in Brazil for use in clearing the parcel 
through customs. 

For most kinds of merchandise sent in commercial 
parcels, a Brazilian import license is needed, which 


area of the Sao Francisco Valley to look over the 
power project.

Wheeler Approves 

Meanwhile, Gen. Wheeler told Rio newspapers that 
the Sao Francisco project “is one of the most important 
and most complete that I have examined.” 

His work, he said, would be to confirm the relation 
of the project to regional and national economic re- 
quirements. A World Bank loan, he added, would be 
especially for the purpose of providing funds to cover 
imports needed in constructing the power system. 

It was figured that about one-third of the ma- 
terials required in construction would have to be 
imported, or, stated the other way around, that two- 
thirds of such materials would be available in 
Brazil. 

After Gen. Wheeler returns to the States, further 
technical evaluation of the Sao Francisco project will 
be made by Harold Tracy Martin, who will submit a 
full report to the Bank. 





Coffee Shipments in June 


Coffee shipped abroad from Brazilian ports 
during June, 1949, included 1,018,182 bags 
from Santos, 307,135 from Rio, 7,943 from 
Vitoria, 41,402 from Paranagua, 1,232 from 
Salvador and 5,774 from Recife for a total of 
1,381,668 bags. 

Coastwise coffee shipments during the same 
month included 2,893 from Santos, 7,027 
from Rio, 27,158 from Vitéria, 680 from 
Paranagua, 728 from Salvador, for a total of 
38,486 bags shipped coastwise and an over- 





all total of 1,420,450 bags shipped.

Import Bureau of the Bank of Brazil. A copy must 
be sent to the mailer, who submits it to the Brazilian 
consul. The import license number must be shown on 
the consular invoice. 

Gift shipments valued at more than $25 are subject 
to the same requirements as commercial shipments. 


NOTE 

A recent story in the Brazilian Bulletin 
(July 1, 1949) concerning dutiable items in 
passengers’ baggage indicated, wrongly, that 
an import license might not be required for 
certain unaccompanied items. In every case, 
the prospective traveller should check speci- 
fically with the Brazilian Consulate General, 
10 Rockefeller Plaza, New York City, or with 
the nearest Brazilian Consulate in the U. S. 
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Drop in Export Prices Leaves Brazil with First Quarter Deficit 


Brazilian world imports for the first three 
months of 1949 dropped in value by 76,253,000 


cruzeiros compared to the first quarter last year, . 


but export values for the same period dropped 
by 502,141,000 cruzeiros. With total export values 
at 4,001,115,000 cruzeiros for the first quarter 
and import values at 5,528,844,000, Brazil was 
left with a trade deficit for the period of 1,527,- 
729,000, about 425,880,000 greater than for the 
first quarter of 1948. 

This trend did not necessarily mean, however, that 
Brazil would have a world trade deficit in 1949, as a 
favorable balance of 711,994,000 was registered last 
year despite a first quarter deficit. 

Main money-makers among Brazilian exports were 
coffee, raw cotton, skins and hides, cocoa beans, pine- 
wood, castor seeds, carnauba wax, sugar, tobacco and 
raw wool. 

Ton prices declined in 1949 compared to 1948 in 


the case of hides and skins, cocoa beans, castor seeds, 
‘arnauba wax, sugar and tobacco—that is, in six out 
of the ten main export products. 


Machinery Leads 

Brazil’s ten main imports for the first quarter were 
machinery and tools, chemicals and pharmaceuticals, 
wheat, iron and steel goods, flour, gasoline, passenger 
“ars, truck and bus bodies, trucks and buses, auto ac- 
cessories. 

In contrast to the tendency toward declining export 
prices, Brazil this year spent more for six out of ten 
of her imports by category. However, by the end of 
March the average value of Brazil imports from 
abroad was 2.5 percent below that of the same point 
in 1948. 

Total Brazilian import tonnage for the first quarter 
was 1,590,002 (metric); while total export tonnage 
was 796,525.

Note on “Import Proof” 

Notice No. 152 of the Export-Import Department 
of the Bank of Brazil, issued July 1, governs proof of 
previous imports required to help determine new im- 
port quotas for firms seeking import licenses. (See 
Paragraph f above). 

It states that applicants for import licenses have to 
submit listings of imports for each of the past three 
years and of purchases on the home market, with cor- 
responding customs clearance certificates for imports 
claimed. 

The Export-Import Department said that by this 
means it hoped to keep a few firms from claiming more 
than their share and injuring the legitimate needs of 
the majority of importers.

New Radiotelegraph 


The Brazilian government last month granted 
one million cruzeiros for setting up 9 radio tele- 
graph stations in Amazonas and two in Mato Gros- 
so for quick communication between isolated areas. 


New Diesel Prices 
Ceiling price on diesel oil in Rio is now 767 cruzeiros 
a ton and 788 cruzeiros a ton in Santos. Prices were 
reduced by order of the National Petroleum Council, 
since f.o.b. prices had lessened. 


Professional Ruling 


Foreigners who have professional diplomas from 
foreign schools and want to practice in Brazil have to 
pass an examination to revalidate their diploma in a 
corresponding Brazilian school, the Judicial Council of 
the Ministry of Agriculture recently explained in re- 
sponse to requests. 


Boost Brazilian Movies 


The Theater and Cinema Committee of the Bra- 
zilian Congress has recommended a bill setting up 
a national cinema council, which would give awards 
to Brazilian producers and directors and aim at 
increasing the number of Brazilian motion pictures 
shown by theaters to six or more a year instead of 
three as now. 


Exemption for Ships 
The Brazilian Senate has approved a bill, previously 
okayed by the Chamber of Deputies, exempting from 
import duties self-propelled craft or ships built not 
more than five years ago.

Several Italian Landini tractors have arrived in 
Santos for test use by Sao Paulo farmers. Representa- 
tives of the Federation of Rural Societies will look 
them over and if they like them will probably order 
larger numbers from Italy. 





To Survey Prices 


The Brazilian Institute of Public Opinion 
and Statistics is planning to survey living costs 
in Brazil on the basis of both commodity 
prices and family budgets, covering both Rio 
and Sao Paulo. 

The survey will be based on 1,200 sample 
interviews of families in various economic 
groupings. Seven groups of staples will be 
classified as well as clothing, utilities, medici- 
nal and other expenses. 











Coffee-Drinking Yanks 

The nieces and nephews of Uncle Sam drink more 
coffee than do Brazilians, according to a survey made 
by Jose de Queiroz Teles, head of the Sao Paulo Gen- 
eral Warehouses. Senhor Teles figures that Brazilians 
drink about 5 kilos of coffee a year, while Americans 
average about 10 kilos. But he blames this on transport 
difficulties in Brazil, since Cariocas from the Federal 
district drink more than 15 kilos yearly, while folks 
in Sao Paulo average nearly 13. Hard-to-get-to areas 
like Piaui lack coffee, however. Brazilians there drink 
only a kilo and a half all year. 


G. E. Supplies Goods 
International General Electric has contracted to 
furnish equipment for the Salto Grande power-plant 
in Minas Gerais. The plant will have 300,000 horse- 
power. Equipment will be paid for in 60 monthly in- 
stallments of about 1,600,000 cruzeiros each, by the 
state. 
Workers in Sao Paulo 
There were 610,109 industrial workers in the 
state of Sao Paulo in 1948, according to a survey 
by the National Industrial Apprenticeship Service 
(SENAI). They were employed in 30,294 firms, 
of which 14,024, with 353,530 workers, were in 
the city of Sao Paulo. 


Movie Film Needed 
Lack of dollar exchange has cut into Brazilian 
movie producers’ reserves of virgin film. The industry 
is preparing a memorandum to get official help to 
enable new imports. 


Big Boom Possible 

Brazil has 91 dynamite and explosive plants, 85 of 
them in Sao Paulo. Biggest producer is Piquete, ac- 
counting for half the dynamite and nearly all the 
nitroglycerine made in Brazil. Competitors are Duper- 
ial, with an 80 million cruzeiro factory near Volta 
Redona, and the Nova Iguassi factory, worth 12 
million cruzeiros, in Rio de Janeiro state. 


Cocoa to Israel? 

Moses Toff, undersecretary for Foreign Affairs 
of Israel, said recently that his country would soon 
start buying large amounts of Brazilian lumber, 
cocoa, coffee and minerals. 


Tax Exemptions 
New industries with a capital of at least 100,000 
cruzeiros set up in Petropolis before December 31, 
1950, will be exempt from local taxes, according to the 
Petropolis mayor. 


Bahia’s Exports 
Bahia exported 77,379 60-kilo bags of cocoa during 
May 78,241 bags of castor seed, 38,844 7-kilo bales of 
leaf tobacco and 185 tons of licuri wax.
